W.K. SNYDER ESCAPES | 
SERIOUS ARE LOSS 


W. K. Snyder, four miles south of 
Didsbury, was fortunate in averting 
a serious loss by fire last Thursday 
afternoon about 4) p.m. 

The field was muddy and wet so 
Mr, Snyder decided to burn and old 
atack bottom, and set fire to it. Later 
he noticed more smoke than usual and | 
on investigating found that the fire 
had crept through the stubble to two 


away, He had four granaries at these 
stacks, filled with grain, and by the 
time he arrived the two stacks were 
starting to burn, He called for help 
and four trucks with loaders, and 16 
men were on his farm in a short time. 
By dousing the straw around the 
granaries, as well as the granaries

grain and then pulling the granaries 
themselves away, The only loss sus- 
tained was the straw. stacks. 

Owing to the wet fields the loaded 
trucks had to be pulled out with a 
tractor, but still the stubble burned, 
and this ought to be a warning to 
others in the district. Apparently the 
stubble fields are now dry enough to 
burn, and every precaution should be 
taken at this time of year.
